WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Rep. 


Emanuel Celler, D-N. Y., charged 
today that a "group of willful 
men" in Canada sets U. S. news- 
print prices. He asked for the 
names of all U.S. publishers with 
interests in Canadian newsprint 
firms. 


"It's well known," he told Stan- 


ford Smith, general manager of 
the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers Association, "that a number 
of U. S. publishers have acquired 
interests in newsprint plants." 


Celler said a 1950 congressional 


inquiry showed that a cartel cen- 
tered in Canada controlled U.S. 
newsprint prices and was instru- 
mental in forcing steady price in- 
creases. 


"And 
there is no doubt that 


cartel exists now," he said. 


Smith said the information Cel- 


ler wanted would have to come 
from the individual publishers as 
his association did not have the 
authority to make such inquiries. 


Costs $135 a Ton 


The side trip into newsprint 


prices came during Smith's sec- 
ond day as a witness in hearings 
being conducted by Celler's house 
antitrust subcommittee on the 
concentration of ownership of 
news media 


Celler said the subcommittee's 


investigation showed that a fre- 
quently given cause for the de- 
mise of newspapers has been the 
high price of newsprint. 


He expressed surprise that the 


ANPA. which represents publish- 
ers with 90 per cent of the nation's 
total daily circulation, has not 
tried to do something about news- 
print prices, which Celler said 
liave gone from $51 a ton in 1943 
to $135 a ton today. There has 
been no increase since 1957. 


"It strikes me those startling 


facts ought to be the object of 
an inquiry by your organization," 
Celler told Smith. He said his sub- 
committee's

"was balked when U. S. firms 
spirited their record across the 
Canadian border and the govern- 
nent of Ontario quickly passed a 
aw making it illegal for anyone 
to give information about news- 
print to'a legislative body." 


"That shows the extremes these 


companies have gone to in behalf 
of the cartel," Celler continued. 
'We just can't find out anything, 


"And I'm sorry to say our own 


state department did not give us 
much help at that time. They 
were conspirators, so to say, in 
balking our efforts."

Clean-up time should also mean 
cleaning up all fire hazards 
around the house — removing 
trash, making repairs and cento 
ing regular checkups of electrical 
equipment and appliances 


Look at the attic. It's a rare one 


that doesn't have a stack of old 
magazines. Are they really still 
valuable — even to little Johnny, 
who likes to cut out pictures? 
Those old clothes are outgrown or 
out of style. Why save them? 
The same is true of the broken 
chair or unused bureau you've 
been keeping for years "just in 
case." 


Potential Hazards 


Even bedrooms may contain po- 


tential hazards. Check the cords 
of bedside lamps or radios and 
replace them if they are worn. Be 
sure the cords do not run under 
rugs or over hooks. If you smoke, 
keep ashtrays in the bedroom, but 
never smoke in bed.

time when it may be of maximum 
effect in the campaign for new 
methods of county board organ- 
ization that are coming to a snow- 
down 
soon in 
the 
legislative 


branch of the state government. 


The report was written by Ed- 


ward V. Schten and John M. Hun- 
ger of the bureau staff. 


It examined alternatives that it 


said would fit within the present 
(constitutional requirements for 
the organization of counties, and 
suggested that a new system of 
electing county supervisors from 
assembly districts would proba- 
bly be the 
simplest 
change to 


make effective. 


That method has apparently ap- 


pealed mostly to the reform ad- 
vocates, and, two versions of an 
assembly 
district 
method of 


choosing county board members 
will be before the legislature this 
term for test votes. That method 
also gained strength during the

Changes View 


On Ethics 


Assort'Soiling Homt 
To Negroes In Whit* 
Aroo No Violation

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Na- 


tional Association of Real Estate 
Boards has made it clear—for the 
first time—that it is no violation 
of the realtors code of ethics to 
sell a Negro family a home in a 
jreviously all-white neighborhood 


Until about IS years ago. the 


NAREB code of ethics specified 
that a realtor should not sell to a 
nonwhite person in an all-white 
neighborhood. 


The change in view is evideni 


in a revision of the code and an 
association book interpreting it 
distributed to local real estate 
boards. 


As revised, Article 5 of the code 


of ethics now reads: 


Property Values 


"The realtor should not be in- 


strumental in introducing into 
neighborhood a character of prop- 
erty or use which will clearly be 
detrimental to property values in 
that neighborhood." 


The NAREB book interpreting 


the code was distributed to local 
boards early this year—the first 
time this had been done. 


One case, illustrating Article 5, 


involved the sale of a house in 
an all-white (neighborhood to 
nonwhite buyer. 


The realtor was taken before the 


local board's committee on pro- 
fessional standards. He contended 
that since the words "occupancy 
and "race" formerly in the code 
had been removed many years 
ago this demonstrated an intent 
to "exclude any such considera- 
tions from the article." 


The book said the realtor was 


found innocent of unethical con- 
duct and concluded that occupan- 
cy is not to be considered as a 
factor in interpreting the phrase 
"character of property or use." 


Pledged to Code 


NAREB has no day-to-day en- 


forcement 
powers over 
local 


boards. However, each local group 
pledges to abide by the code of 
ethics and flagrant violations 
could result in expulsion. 
The 


code was first adopted in 1913. 


Officially, NAREB's position is 


that the realtor acts as agent for 
the house owner and if the owner 
doesn't want to sell to a Negro it 
isn't the responsibility of the 
realtor to go against his wishes.

Also important is the kind of

Other soils have a high ground- 
water level during certain sea- 
sons, usually during the winter 
and early spring.. Still others ma 
have a high water level durin 
periods of prolonged rainfall, 
sewage filter field will not oper 
ate properly under any of these 
conditions. 


When the ground - water leve 


rises to the height of the sub 
surface tile or pipe, the soi 
becomes saturated and there i 
no room in it for septic-tank ef 
fluent. Hence, the effluent mus 
remain near or rise to the sur 
face of the g-ound, and you have 
an ill-smelling, unhealthy bog in 
your filter field. 


Soil-survey reports usually con 


tain information about soil drain 
age and ground-water levels, es 
pecially where the water level is 
near the ground surface. Some 
reports use such terms as "wel 
drained," "poorly drained," or 
"very poorly drained." 
Well 


{drained soils usually are suitable 
for septic-tank filter fields, while 
poorly drained soils are not. 
Depth to Rock, Sand, or Gravel 


Rock formations should be at 


least 4 feet below the bottoms 
of the trenches or seepage bee 
in order to provide adequate soil 
depth for the filtration and puri- 
fication of septic-tank effluent. 


In areas where water supplies 


come from wells and the under- 
lying rock formation is limestone, 
the soil depth may need to be 
greater to prevent unfiltered sew- 
age 
effluent 
from 
traveling 


through the cracks and crevices 
that are commonly found in lime- 
stone. 


Local regulations will probably 


require it, and certainly you will 
want to keep your filter field at 
least 50 feet from any stream, 
open ditdi, lake, or other water- 
course into which unfiltered and 
contaminated effluent can escape 
and spread. 


Never place a filter field on 


the flood plain near a stream 
that is subject to flooding. An 
occasional flood over the filter 
field impairs its efficiency; fre- 
quent floods soon destroy its ef- 
fectiveness. 


Soil maps show the location of 


streams, open drainage ditches, 
lakes, ponds, and these alluvial 
soils subject to flooding. The re- 
ports usually indicate the prob- 
ability of flooding for alluvial 
soils.

Wfiaf'sinfheNome? 


The appointment of Franklin D. Roose- 


velt to the position of Undersecretary of 
Commerce by President Kennedy is hard 
to defend except as one of political expe- 
diency. A glance at Roosevelt's recent his- 
tory indicates why the Senate Republicans 
are gunning for him as his name comes 
up for confirmation. 


Young F.D.R. has shown an arrogance, 


lack of diplomacy and even contempt which 
ought to put him outside any considera- 
tion for a major governmental position no 
matter liow instrumental he was in help- 
ing Kennedy win the votes of West Vir- 
ginians. 


There was nothing illegal about Roose- 


velt's firm representing the Dominican Re- 
public and Dictator Trujillo. It was just 
poor judgment in which the reported fee 
of $60,000 seemed to be the determining 
factor. In his ownership and management 
of a foreign auto distributing firm since 
1957, Roosevelt has incurred two large dam- 
age suits, both settled out of court. 


His District of Columbia driver's license 


was suspended in I960 after five traffic 
violations cost him ten points. But Roose- 
velt disdained attending traffic schools like 
ordinary Americans. Instead he kept on 
driving and was arrested for driving after 
his license was suspended. He has since 
humbly gone to traffic school and has had 
his license given back but the Internal 
Revenue Service claims that he and his 
wife owe more than $38,000 in back taxes. 


And in campaigning for Mr. Kennedy, 


Roosevelt sneeringly wondered what the 
opposing Senator Humphrey was doing 
during World War II. This from a man who 
was the son of the President during the "I 
Wanna Be A Captain Too" era! 


The Roosevelt record does not mean 


that he ought to be shipped off to Devil's 
Island. But neither does it indicate that 
he is the quality of man who especially de- 
serves or can carry out the responsibilities 
of a high government position. It is quite 
obvious that President Kennedy feels that 
to a lot of Americans there is still political 
magic in the name of Roosevelt 


The Unemployment Problem 


Another of President Kennedy's cam- 


paign pledges is coming back to haunt his 
administration. He promised that jobs to 
relieve unemployment would be the "cen- 
tral responsibility" of his regime. 


Now the President and his lieutenants, 


in their first manpower report to Congress, 
have confessed that the administration has 
barely made a dent in what he calls the 
nation's "No. 1 economic problem." Secre- 
tary of Labor W. Willard Wirtr calls the 
present unemployment rate of 6.1 per cent 
"intolerable, inexcusable, and outrageous" 
and says we should be ashamed of it. 


The President used the report to make 


another strong appeal to Congress for a 
tax cut as one means of stimulating the 
economy to provide new jobs. He also urged 
other programs he has submitted to Con- 
gress, a youth employment act, aid to edu- 
cation, an end to job discrimination and 
strengthened unemployment insurance. 


But the facts laid out in the report 


make it dear the problem will not be as 
easily solved as Mr. Kennedy predicted in 
1960. 


The report notes that jobs in manu- 


facturing industries are decreasing in favor 
of private and public services. It reported 
the astonishing fact that nearly two-thirds 
of the new jobs added to the economy in 
the last five years have been in state and 
local government, mainly teachers. 


In 1962 manufacturing employed a mil- 


lion fewer production workers than in 1957, 
or 7% per cent less, jeven though output 
went up 20 per cent. Obviously this is due 
largely to new technologies. And the pros- 
pect is that in .this decade automatic data 
processing will reduce manpower needs in 
office and clerical occupations.

Penny Pinching 


Taxpayers who resent the free spend- 


ing trips of Congressman Adam Powell to 
the Riviera and the Caribbean at their ex- 
pense, particularly at this tax paying time 
of the year, will be gkd to hear that the 
House of Representatives actually cut the 
request of Powell for funds for his Edu- 
cation and Labor Committee. Of even more 
significance is that there was no real de- 
fense of Powell even by the liberal Demo- 
crats in the crowd. 


Powell had requested $697,000 over a 


two year period in investigative funds for 
the committee. But the House cut the re- 
quest to S200.QOO a year—a slice of $148,- 
000. The House also made a provision that 
$150.000 of the amount would go directly 
to the six subcommittees of the Education 
and Labor Committee. This leaves Powell 
with only $50.000 under his control and 
Democrat* Roosevelt. Thompson and Land- 
rum assured the House that the whole com* 


produce a net growth in the labor force 
of 13,000,000, or 50 per cent greater than 
in the 1950's. And unless job opportunities 
are accelerated, unemployment .will rise 
to 7 per cent of the 1967 labor force. 


The President now is hinting at a veiled 


threat if his tax cut does not go through. 
The government will have to do something 
else to make jobs, he intimates, namely go 
in for federal job-creating programs. The 
1964 elections are not too far off, and the 
President obviously would like to see these 
unemployment statistics improved by then. 


The basic economic question, though, is 


whether the federal government can really 
do a great deal about the problem. The 
factors which are forcing manufacturing 
and service industries to economize on 
labor are not only the high wage scales 
being demanded by labor but also labor's 
demands for restrictions on production 
such as shorter work weeks and antiquated 
work rules, plus the increased costs each 
individual worker adds in the form of 
fringe benefits plus Social Security, unem- 
ployment compensation and workmen's 
compensation taxes. Any employer today 
thinks twice before he adds one name to 
the payroll. 


President Kennedy is pinning his entire 


economic prophesies today on what a 
federal tax cut will produce. There is no 
doubt over a long run that reduced taxes 
will help the general economy. But there 
is grave doubt what it may accomplish 
immediately, particularly in view of the 
fact that state administrations like our own 
.already have their eyes on the same tax 
money. 


For President Kennedy's purposes 1964 


may come too soon on the heels of 1960.

Congressman Landrum, who is from 


Georgia, might have had more than the 
reputation of the committee in mind when 
he charged that Powell's request was "a 
shrewdly calculated patronage grab." But 
even though Congressman Roosevelt de- 
fended the committee's work as a "notable 
achievement," he did not really come to 
Powell's defense. Reportedly the liberal 
Democrats were trying to avoid any more 
publicity about Powell's flagrant abuse of 
his congressional privileges and status. He 
is an embarrassment to the committee and 
to the Democratic party. 


There has been no sign that Powell 


will be defeated or even challenged in his 
own congressional district. But at least the 
House of Representatives has the means of 
slowing down his activities as far as spend- 
ing the money of hard-pressed American 
taxpayers is concerned.
